4. Meanwhile, we should like to offer the following 

specific suggestions to get this activity under way. It is 
proposed that: 7 

a. Any existing case studies that may be avail- 
able be provided to our office for review. 

b* A survey of individuals who have been held 
hostage by terrorists be conducted, and that a deter- 
mination be made as to which of these individuals may 
be available for interview. 

5. It Is our judgment that the initial survey phase 
appropriate for this effort will require no additional 
resources. It is likely however that certain additional 
rif ndS ^ ay later be required for consultant assistance as 
the effort develops. We shall keepyou apprised in this 
regard.
